The Dublin correspondent of The 
London Times, who is the editor of 
the principal southern unionist 
newspaper, Tue Trish Times, today 
urges the dominion form of govern- 
ment.

would welcome any reasonable and 
honorable escaye from their present 
situation. They are standing on the 
edge of a voleano.”

One statement attributed to Ta- 
tum which caused the police to dis- 
believe his story was that he had re- 
ceived a letter from the Jackson 
woman dated June 26. If this is 
true, it was pointed out, the murder 
Victim could not be the Jackson 
woman, as the labels upon the trunk 
indicated it had been shipped from 
Detroit June 10. 

Goes to Headquarters. 

Tatum has been working for a 
publishing house here since his re- 
turn to Birmingham about the mid- 
dle of June. Friends who saw the 
name of Tatum in news dispatches 
telling about the murder mention- 
ed this to the latter.

AWAITING TRIAL 
IN BIBB COUNTY 


Macon, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)— 
There are twent -One murder cases 
pending in Bibb county at the pres- 
ent time, it being the largest num- 
ber of cases of that Kind ever 
Known to be awaiting trial at one 
time in this county. At the begin- 
ning of the April term of court 
there were nineteen murder cases 
pending, but four of them were dis- 
posed of in one form or another. 
Since then, however, there has been 
another “crime wave,” during which 
there have been six more killings. 

The latest capital cases developed 
are those of C. G. Creason, the blind 
Organ grinder, who shot and killed 
his wife; Mrs. Maud Hewell, who is 
charged with killing her infant 
child; Minnie Lee Prator, a negro 
woman-who is charged with drown- 


‘ing a 4-year-old negro boy in the 


Ocmulgee river, and Will Oliver, a 
negro, who is charged with the 
killing of another negro man. Two 
other Warrants are out in cases 
where the defendants have not been 


arrested and the names of those im- 
plicated are being withheld. 


Among those who have been in 
jail for some time awaiting trial 
for murder are Emmett I. Smith, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Minnie Marsh (Ethel Kelley) and 
also with assault with intent to 
murder in connection with the 
shooting of Miss Mae Marsh; Lee 
Davis, justice of the peace at 
Crump’s park, who is charged with 
killing a negro who resisted arrest; 
W. O. Swift, former city detective, 
who, after being convicted and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for the 
killing of Philip Lamar. was given 
a new trial.

Harding May Take Hand 
Directly or Indirectly to 
Straighten Out Several 
Tangles. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
New York, July 25.—With New 
York now classed as a “pivotal 
state” by both republican and dem- 
ocratic leaders, efforts are being 
made by the national campaign 
committees to. restore harmony in 
the respective republican and dem- 
ocratic state machines. 

And there is evidence that Gov- 

ernor Cox and Senator Harding may 
take a hand, either directly or indi- 
rectly, in straightening out the New 
York tangles if they reach a state 
Such as to endanger success of the 
respective national tickets in the 
state. 
Coleman DuPont has just returned 
from the Harding notification cere- 
monies at Marion with counsel to 
the state leaders that they must 
select for gubernatorial and sena- 
torial candidates “clean-cut men of 
proved business ability.” Another 
course, he warns, would be “a party 
blunder.” 

Thus far, the state republican 
leaders have been widely split on 


the question of candidates for both* 


these posts. Judge Nathan Miller 
is the choice of one element of the 
state machinery for governor, and 
Secretary of State Francis Hugo is 
the choice of another wing. Oppo- 
sition to Senator James Wadsworth 
has been such as to create a real 
rip in the republican ranks on the 
question of a senatorial candidate. 
Wants Strong Candidate. 


“The strongest kind of a repub- 
lican snould be nominated for gov- 
ernor, said lauPont. “New Lork is 
the pivotal state. Everybody know 
that democratic success this year 
will be impossible without New 
York.” He admitted that those 
with whom he had talked at Marion 
urged the importance of getting this 
view point. 

The state democratic machinery. 
with all elements of it having 
pledged support to the Cux-Rvose- 
velt ticket, nad been feeling pretty 
good about the outlook until Sun- 
day, although not supremely conti- 
dent. Tammany and the upstate

Lunn Stand Against Tammany. 


But Lunn has spoken up and said 
‘that he is to go after the senato- 
rial nomination against any man 
Tammany may propose. As a re- 
sult, he now. has Tammany going 
over his lists of possibilities again:

History of Situation. 

The interesting history of the 
casual deficiency situation furnished 
by Secretary McLendon is as fol- 
lows: 

The phrase, “casual deficiency of 
revenue,” did not become a part 
of our constitutional and statutory 


nomenclature until 1877. 

“This phrase must be interpreted 
in the light of the fiscal hfstory 
of the state. In 1851 the legisila- 
ture provided that the governor, by 
and with the assistance of th 
comptroller general, should levy and 
assess a rate of tax on the taxable 
property of this state as may be 
necessary to meet appropriations 
of the general assembly for each 
successive year. 

“Prior to 1877, whenever there 
existed any deficiency of revenue, 
the legislature, not bound by any 
constitutional Umitatlons, was free 
to issue bonds for the purpose of 
raising money wit 
off a deficiéncy. 
tutional convention met ; 
this act of the general assembly, 
vesting the governor powér to levy 
a tax, sufficient to pay appropria- 
tions, was still in force, and the 
framers of the constitution in no 
way disturbed its operation. 

“In the constitution of 1877 the 
people provided that no debt should

New Tork, July 25.— (Special.) — 
Trade and industry, in the main, 
exhibit midsummer quiet, with most 
relaxation visible in what may be 
termed the apparel trades, and the 


opposite limits of notable activity 
displayed, as heretofore, by the 
ron, steel and fuel trades, accord- 
ng to Bradstreet’s weekly review. 
Price uncertainty and slack produc- 
tion characterize the first- named 
lines, while very high, pene” Se 
straining efforts to get close to 
fuller capacity and shipment stand 
out in the latter. Indeed, the real- 
ly new features of the week are 
outside of the ordinary domain of 
trade and manufacture. . These are 
a slight improvement in car move- 
ment, making for a rather freer but 
still inadequate movement of fuel, 
raw materials and finished prodicts 
of manufacture; the apparent set- 
tlement, for the time being at 
least, of the much discussed railway 
wage award, which has been ac- 
cepted under protest and without a 
strike by the unions; a forecasted 
radical advance in rates to pay for 
this award; a gradual swelling of 
the movement of new winter wheat 
to market, and continued big ex- 
ports of old crop and easier prices 
for a number of cereals and other 
farm products, based on continued 
g00d advices from most growing 
crops. News as to leading trades 
has a fragmentary appearance, due 
to the curious in and out move- 
ments in different lines bred of 
continued rationing of money up- 
piles, high rates ruling for same, 
uncertainty and continued lack of 
form as to fall trade. In apparel 
lines weakness of crude raw ma- 
terials, such as wool, silk, hides 
and ieather, and a very general eas- 
ing of prices of most available fin- 
ished textiles are noted. Growing 
quiet in building lines, especially in 
tee line of new dwellings, forc- 
casting continued acute scareity :n 
housing, continued complaint of 
scarcity of tinplate affecting opera- 
tions of canning factories, increased 
interest in pig iron for delivery in 
first. half of 1921, strength of prices 
of sheet steel and plates for rail- 
way cars, despite easing in buying 
of automobiles and a further fall. 
ing off in demand for structural 
materials, are additional features 
calling for notice. 


Acceptance of Award . 
Expected to Result 
In Improved Traffic 
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New York, July 25.— (Special.) — 
An early breaking of the present 
lull in business does not appear to 
be in prospect, but some recent de- 
velopments in the situation have 
been of a constructive character, ac- 
cordin gto R. G Dun & Co.'s weekly 
review. The improvement in, th» 
principal crops, which are ‘thring 
better than had previously seemed 
probable, is a favorable augury for 
the future, and the railroad wage 
award, if accepted by all the work- 
ers, will remove one element of un- 
certainty, and may lead to quicker 
relief from the serious congestion in 
transportation Multiplying’ evi- 
dence of price yielding, moreover, 
cannot re properly regarded as oth- 
er than encouraging, for prices that 
had risen beyond all precedent had 
marked an unnatural and unwhole- 
some condition, and could not fail to 
ultimately diminish consumptive 
buying. While some questioning is 
still heard as to the genuineness of 
the current price reaction, yet the 
downward movement, if not em- 
bracing every important article, has 
steadily gained momentum, in such 
lines as textiles and hides and 
leather, among others, and it is 
clear, that many prospective cus- 
tomers continue to hold off for fur- 
ther concéssiéns. With the sharp 
reduction of demands, and the fre- 
quent cancellations and revisions of 
orders, production in various in- 
stances has been curtailed appre- 
ciably, some plants wholly or par- 
tially suspending operations, and 
the freight tieup is an added fac- 
tor in hampering outputs. . The lim- 
itation of manufacturing obviously 
tends to restrict available supplies 
of certain commodities, thus leading 
to some predictions of scarcity to 
follow, but it also serves to lower 
the public purchasing power. and 
to make for economy and retrench- 
ment in personal expenditures. That 
the passing of summer may bring 
some revival of business, especially 
if more adequate relief from the 
transportation troubles is forthcom- 
ing. is conceivable; but it is hardly 
to be doubted, in view of the tenor 
of reports from different trades and 
industries, and from different sec- 
tions of the country, that sustained 
progress is largely contingent upon 
the future action of prices. 


Market Dominated 
By Foreign Affairs 
During Last Week 


New York, July 25.— Foreign af- 
fairs dominated the financial mar- 
ket to an unusual degree last week, 
international exchange becoming 
acutely unsettled in consequence of 
latest complications in the Russo- 
Polish embroglio. 

Another significant phase of the 
international situation was present- 
ed by the record of exports and im- 
ports for the tiscal year in volume, 
these figures being unprecedentedly 
large, but the June trade balance in 
favor of this country was the small- 
est of any month prior to the world 
war. ä 

The fact that several of the fed- 
eral reserve branch banks recently 
approached the limit of their re- 
discount resources was regarded as. 
sufficient proof that the credit sit- 
uation has lost little of its protract- 
ed tension. 

In an informal discussion of do- 
mestic financial conditions, the 
opinion was expressed by the chief 
executive of the country’s largest 
national bank that money would re- 
main tight, if not stringent, for the 


balance of the current year. 

The stock market during the week 
lapsed into the apathy which char- 
acterized the limited trading of the 
previous month. Spasmodie out- 
bursts of activity were almost 
wholly at the expense of quoted val- 
ues, especially in the prominent 
speculative issues. 

The wage ircrease. award and 
prospects of an early advance in 
freight and pagsenger rates impart- 
ed a measure of firmness to trans- 
portation shares, but this was for- 
feited when shorts extended their 
commitments to seasoned or repre- 
sentative industries.
